To write plays had been McEvoy's am- 
hition from this earliest days and his 
reason for electing to produce “bloods” 
as ‘his means of Iivelihood meanwhile 
proves to have been characteristic. He 
had found that he could make a bare 
living by writing boys’ ‘‘serials” at a 
beggarly rate ‘“‘per thou.,”” and he be- 
lieved this be only kind of writ- 
ing that he could do just to earn money 
and preserve the ‘naturalness’ of his 
style.

The sentence, admittedly a travesty 
upon justice, jis said to have been made 
So light because Feodotoft had terror- 
ized the judge with a threatened curse 
in case the latter condemned him to 
life imprisonment or to death.

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SOUTH’S INDUSTRIAL INDEPENDENCE. 

By far the most important link in the chain of fortifications that make 
sure the industrial welfare of the south, is the farmer who produces its cot- 
ton. . | 

As accurate as the gauge that shows the fluctuations of the river and 
the tide, are the variations of his prosperity as they relate to the prosperity 
of the section the wealth of which he dominates. 

The individual fortunes of every industry in the south—the fate of de 
velopment itself—are inextricably interwoven with the fortunes of the man 
of the soil. That fact” stands demonstrated in the famine years that have 
come to’ the entire south with low-priced cotton; and in the years of plenty 
that have faithfully trailed the successive seasons of high prices. 3 

Which points, in the face of current conditions, an inescapable moral. 
The Constitution shows, elsewhere, the gallant fight the Farmers’ Union is 
making for the maintenance of prices as well as‘for the safeguarding of the 
less definite future, 

This organization, comprising the majority of the men who produce the 
south’s backbone staple, is in perfect touch with the ciroumstances that make 
for low or disastrous prices, and its officers and members are keenly alive 
to their obligation to the business interests of the south. 

Their campaign is the campaign of every man, woman and child in the 
industrial principality bounded by Mason and Dixon’s line on the north and 


\the Rio Grande river on the south. They should. be accorded the cooperation 


—actual, not with mental reservation—of every farmer in the southern states, 
whether on a one-horse or a hundred-horse farm. 

Unpleasant reports of the curtailment of cotton mill output come to us 
from old and New England and the southern states. The price of spot cot- 
ton, due to a variety of causes, not the least of which are baneful and dem- 
agogical agitation, the schemes of cotton gamblers and ill-timed reports of 
the crop’s dimensions, does not represent the figure the producer had a right 
to expect earlier in the season, 

Brushing aside the cause, the effect is disagreeably evident. It points 
nat alone to the expediency, but to the absolute necessity of curtailment in 
reduction and the raising of home supplies. This means, too, curtailment by 
every farmer in downright good faith, not qualified reduction that hopes to 
profit by a greater allegiance on the part of the man next door. 

Another season or two of unbroken cooperation will enable the farmers to 
rout the gamesters who obstruct their prosperity, and to ignore the interests 
that selfishly plot against their welfare. This way only lies success and im- 
munity from the inroads of panic.

That is the sum and substance of the action of the judiciary committee, 
and the very easy burden of readily available proof rests upon the numerous 
friends of these vital measures.

NINDS POPE 


Major George F. Landers, coast artiI- 
lery, Umntted States army, detailed vy 
the United States war department, to 
inspect the national guard of Georgia, 
completed hig tour of duty last night, 
when, at the office of the adjutant 
general, in the capitol, he inspected the 
members of the governor's staff, living 
in Afanta. 

During Saturday Major Landers visit- 
ed the office of the war department. and 
inspected the. records of Brigadier Gen- 
eral A. J. Scott, adjutant general of the 
national guard of Georgia. and Brig- 
adier General W. G. Obear, in cha rge of 
the equipment of the national guard of 
Georgia and acting quartermaster gen- 
eral. 

He will report direct to the secretary 
of war, and a copy will be sent to Gen- 
eral Scott to put him on notice of the 
estimate which the federa! government 
places upon the Georgia militia. 

With the compleion, Major Landers 
will have visited and inspected each of 
the fifty-six companies in the national 
gtard of Georgia, inspected them their 
armories, equipment and the like In 
every town which he visited where there 
lived a member of the governor's staff, 
he, too, was inspected. 

Those inspected last night were Gen- 
eral Clermént A. Evans, chief of staff 
and aide-de-camp to the governor, and 
Colonel W. L. Peel ang Colonel Louis 
Gholstin. 

The tour of inspection began on Feb- 
ruary 24, and was concluded in two 
almost to the date,

Food Stuff Seized. 

by Captain RR. F. 
commissioner of ag- 
riculture, that two seizures have been 
made during the wee just closed by 
Pure Food Inspector P. A. Methvin for 
alleged violations of the Georgia pure 
food law, which went into effect in this 
State last year. 

Each violation ig declared to be so 
flagrant as will put the cases doubt- 
less into court at once, without the for- 
mality of a hearing before Commission- 
er T. G. Hudson. 

The first of these seizures was that 
of sixty-three barrets of Georgia cane 
Sirup, said to have been manufactured 
by a firm in Columbus, Ga., from a com. 
pound in violation of the pure food law 
governing thig commodity. 

After the suspected sirup was seized 
an analyzsis was made, showing that 
only 2! per cent of the compound was 
pure Georiga cane sirup, and that 49 
per cent was glucose, in clear violation 
of the law. 

The sirup has been seized in Atlanta, 
and wherever sold and the sale forbid- 
den. : 

It wag said to have been branded 
“Georgia Cane Compound.” In speaking 
of this seizure Captain Wright said: 
“The citizens of south Georgia have 
been endeavoring for a long time to 
bulld up a substantial trade upon ‘Geor- 
gia cane’ sirup, but can not compete 
in price with an adulterated compound. 
The department has made am investi- 
gation, and proposes to see that the law 
is enforced.” 

The other seizure reported took place 
at LaGrange, and was a food stuff said 
to have been shipped Into Georgia by a 
milling firm in Nashville. It, was de- 
clared to ve too full of “‘cob-meal’’ to 
meet the requirements for a pure food 
stuff, and for this reason was put under 
the ban. Its sale has been forbidden, 
and doubtless the mfll will be forced 
to stop shipping it into the state.

WATKINS DISCUSSES 
THE NEGRO QUESTION 


Some days ago there 
appeared in your paper 4 card of some 
length from Hon. Thomas M. Bell, in which 
he attacks that portion of my platform rela- 
tive to the separation of the races by trans- 
porting them to some other section. I would 
have given you an earlier reply but for the 
fact that I have been away from home and 
delightfully occupied in meeting and mingling 
with the people of the district, who, by the 
way, I find receive my suggestion with much 
more seriousness, consi@eration and interest 
'than Mr. Beil seems disposed to give it. 

Mr. Bell undertakes to meet my proposition 
and answer my argument by resort to that 
cheapest of all forms of argument—ridicule— 
and by an array of figures, in a manner that 
would be amusing were it not trifling with a 
question of such serious import. He displays 
either an unconcern or an ignorance of a 
problem that has agitated the minds of the 
greatest thinkers of our country, and aroused 
discussion among thoughtful statesmen of the 
old world as well, who see in it a problem 
of world-wide significance, that is unworthy 
of one who ts supposed to care for the inter- 
ests of a confiding constituency in matters 
Of public eoncern. 

Here is a problem thdt has cost us already 
sixteen billion dollars, one million of heroic 
lives, wrecked thousands of homes and rises 
up threateningly before us with 
of racial conflict unless settled by some peace- 
ful method as the one I propose, before the 
storm rises and becomes a deluge in destruc- 
tion and a hurricane of bloody fury. Had Mr. 
Bell spent more time studying the problem as 
one of vital public intef€ést and less ‘‘time 
and trouble’ juggling with his ‘‘summary”’ 
and hig figures, he would have displayed a 
broader statesmanship. The people are not to 
be misled by ridicule or be satisfied by cheap 
wit. Some, in Georgia, thought they would 
ridicule the question of negro domination as a 
means of meeting the proposition of negro dis- 
franchisement, and were convinced to their 
sorrow that the people of the state were in no 
humor to be joked about the negro problem. 

But, in reply to Mr. Bell's ‘‘figures,’’ let us 
take him at his figures, and assuming that he 
figures better than he reasons, accept his cal- 
culation as correct. Does he think that ques- 
tions of public concern are to be measured 
solely on the basis of their cost? Is his 
standard of public welfare regulated by a 
monetary scale alone? The Panama canal at 
its proposed cost of many millions is certainly 
a costly investment, if the measure be solely 
in dollars and cents. Would he discard the 
commercial profits, the public advantages, the 
national security afforded by this great enter- 
prise, because its figures run into the large 
gum of millions? Does he value Caucasian 
supremacy, the peace of society, the security 
of defenseless women from rapacious brutes 
by the cost in dollars and cents? How

New York, Apri] 25.—There were con- 
siderable additions to the week's rise 
in prices of stocks in today’s market. 
The further advance was somewhat 
uneven, and the market was lacking 


, 
in breadth. Dealings were largely con- 


gested in special stocks, and these, also, 
showed the principal strength. Union 
Pacific was the prominent example, and 
rose to a price higher than has been 
touched since early in August of last 
year. Other stocks touched high prices 
for the present year. St. Paul and the 
Hill stocks showed closest sympathy 
with the movement in Union Pacific, 
while eastern trunk line stocks And the 
industrials were quieter. Some of the 
southern railway sto were slightly 
affected by the reports of heavy dam- 
age by storms in the south. Further 
extensive covering of short contracts 
by the outstanding bear interest was 
dn important factor in the market, that 
interest taking fright at the continued 
rise in prices and the failure that, over- 
came a prominent bear house yesterday. 
Profit taking was freely pursued by 
holders who had the benefit of the 
week's considerable rise in prices, and 
this conduced to the uneven and at 
times irregular movement of prices. 
The success of the Pennsylvania sale 
continued to air a beneficial influence 
on the market. Reports of heavy over- 
subscriptions to the half of the loan 
alloted to London; as well as to the 
New York portion, kept up the favora- 
ble impression made by the incident. 
An event of the especially attractive 
character of the new bond was the 
selling of other investments securities 
in ‘London to provide resources for tak- 
ing up subscriptions to it. 

The weekly reviews of the mercantile 
agencies recognized the improvement 
in the commercial tone, caused by the 
good crop prospects, the seasonable 
weather and the reflected influence of 
the better financial situation. Traders 
attached gentimenta] significance to the 
persistent advance in the price of 
Standard -Ojil in the outside market. 
United States Steel ruled a small frac- 
tion below the closing price of yester- 
day throughout. The market closed 
under the influence of -profit taking. 
The cash gain reported in the bank 
Statement outran all expectations, 
reaching over $10,000,000 in the aver- 
ages and $9,000,000 in the actual condi- 
tion on Friday night. This is in spite 
of the weék’s outgo of $5,500,000 in 
gold. Loans of the banks contracted, 
but the increase of trust company loans 
was greater than the decrease by the 
banks. This was the only reflection 
of arrangements for participation in 
the Pennsylvania bond subscriptions. 
The percentage of legal] reserve to de- 
posit "liabilities of all the banks and 
trust companies now stands: at 31.60. 

Bonds were firm. Total sales, par 
value, $2,128,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call for the week.

“The flood of cash pouring into New 
York banks shows no sign of abate- 
ment, and, despite the export of five 
and a half millions of gold to Europe, 
the associated pamnks reported on Sat- 
urday a net increase in specie and legal 
tenders of $9,947,000. Their total net 
cash holdings are now nearly 375,000,- 
0CO of doiiars, by far the largest on 
record, and their excess surplus above 
the 25 per cent reserve requirement 
stood on Saturdey at $61,736,525. To 
find a surplus as large, it is necessary 
to g0 back to the period succeeding 
the 1895 panic. The banks, in accord- 
ance with the clearing house rule, fig- 
ure their surplus with United States 
deposits included, but since legally 
they are not required to carry reserves 
against public qeposits, the amount of 
excess cash they have on hand is real- 
ly about $727,000.COO. For the week, the 
clearing banks rcported a decrease in 
loans emounting to $67,191,000, and 
since deposits 1cse only $2,266,100, the 
$9,000,000 cash gain went almost whol- 
ly to swell the surplus reserve, which 
increased for the week $8,408,475. The 
summary of atate banks and trust 
companies in Greater New York not 
reporting to the New York clearing 
house shows that they have for the 
week increased loans $8,398,000 and net 
deposits $1,919,700. The deposits of 
the clearimwfg banks and of trust com- 
panies and state banks are now the 
highest on record, and the plethora of 
idte funds is indicated by the fact that 
the reserve of clearing house banks, 
public deposits included, is 29.93 per 
cent, while the reserve of the state 
benks not reporting through the clear- 
ing house !s 26 6€ per cent, and of the 
trust companies 31.41 per cent. To just 
what extent gold exports will continue 
cannot be stated, but the amount mat- 
ters but little at the present time, 
considering the huge volume of idle 
funds in banks.”

Settling wust Nuisance. 


At an automobile factory in Toledo, 
the manufacturers believe they have settled 
the dust nulsance and pointed a way to a 
phase of road improvement. The plant covers 
a large area. At the rear of the factory 
building is a circular speedway, while be- 
tween the buildings are driveways. These 
roads are subjected to very severe use from 
testing cars ‘constantly passing over them, 
going out and returning to the factory, gen- 
erally at high speed; heavy traffie of large 
trucks heavily loaded, touring cars and other 
vehicles. Naturally these drives and the 
speedway created lets of dust and required 
constant repair. 

Much experimenting has beén done, and 
the factory people say they have finally hit 
upon a good treatment which gives excellent 
result sand is very economical. The factory 
has its own steel] treating furndces, somé oi] 
heated, and it is the sediment from the crude 
oil used in the heatérs, sprinkied with an 
ordinary can oveg the surface of the roads, 
that has improved the neighborhood of the 
plant. Three treatments a season, it Is said, 
makes the roadbeds waterproof, lays the dust 
and prevents ruts and breaking of embank- 
ments.

The Opera, 


(From The New Age of London.) 

The way Streatfeild. the author of 
“The Opera,” traces the development 
of opera through the centuries is most 
clear and concise and leaveg you with 
the impression that upon the matter 
of history, at any rate, he is master 
of his subject. Opera, it is shown, 
was the result of an attempt made by 
some ‘Florentine amateurs to revive 
the lost glories of Greek tragedy. They 
failed to get back to the conditions 
of Athenian drama, but in failing they 
unconsclously laid the foundations of 
anew art form, which soon worked 
itself into the affections of the peo- 
ple. The beginnings of opera might 
be said to date from the year 1600, 
when a public performance was given 
in Florence of Peri's “Euridice”’ in 
honor of the marriage of Maria de 
Medici and Henry IV. of France. This 
work consists almost entirely of ac- 
companied recitative, which was the 
invention of these Florentine reform- 
ers, and the voices were accompanied 
by a “violin, chitarone (a large guitar), 
lira grande, linto grosso and gravicem- 
balo or harpsichord, which filled in the 
harmonies indicated by the figured 
bass.” It is interesting to know that 
in this very primitive work the com- 
poser tried to follow as closely as pos- 
sible in his music the ordinary inflec- 
tions of the speaking voice. Monte- 
verde, who was a contemporary of 
Peri, but whose first opera was pro- 
duced some seven years after “Eurid- 
fce,”” made a similar effort to recon- 
cile music with speech, and many years 
after Gluck, and still later Wagner. 
tried to do so, and it is amusing when 
one knows how far in other directions 
music as an art and opera as a con- 
vention have progressed since 1600 to 
think that old Peri was probably clos- 
er to the Debussy and Reynaldo Hahns 
of our day than all the great men 
who have come between.

A bill «S. 6108) relatémge to the issuance or 
Granting of injunctions, interlocutory orders, 
and district courts of 
the United States or by any circuit or dis- 


| trict judge thereof, suspending or restraining 
| the enforcement, 
| @Oy statute of any state or the action of. any 


operation, or execution of 
officgr of such state in the enforcement or 
statute in certain cases. 

Be it enacted, etc., That no injunction, in- 
terlocutory order, or decree suspending or 
restraining the enforcement, operation, or 
execution of any statute of any state or the 
action of any officer of such state in the en- 
forcement or execution of such statute shall 
be issued or granted by any circuit or district 
court of the United States or by any judge 
Or justice thereof upon the ground of un- 
constitutionality or upon any ground what- 
soever uniess the application for the same 
shall be actually heard, and upon issue made 
and preliminary proof taken, by affidavit or 
otherwise, the judgment thereon rendered by 
at least three judges; and each of at least 
two of said three judges shal! be elther a 
judge of the circuit court of the United 
States or a circuit justice of the supreme 
court of the United States. 

No such injunction, interlocutory order, or 
decree shali be !ssued or granted except on 
hearing after not less than five days’ notice 
to the governor of such state and to such 
other officer or officers as shall be. proper 
Parties to%said application. An appeal may 
be taken from any such injunction, inter- 
locutory order, or decree issued or granted 
upon such application, which appeal shall 
lie directly to the supreme court of the 
United States, and shall take precedence in 
the anpellate court over all other causes, ex- 
cept causes of like character and criminal 
causes 

With a slight change In verbiage, this 
was the bill reported from the judiciary 
committee, with the addition of the 
following amendment: 

Provided that if a majority of said judges 
are of the opinion, at the time notice of said 
hearing is given as aforesaid, that irreparable 
loss and damage would result to the appli- 
cant unless a temporary restraining order, 
pending the period of the required notice, is 
granted, a majority of said judges may grant 
such order, but the same shall only remain 
in force until the hearing and determination 
of the application, upon due notice as afore 
said, has taken place. 


Bacon's Views. 


At the close of Senator Bacon’ re- 

marks he included the opinion of Mr. 
Justice Harlan, who dissented to the 
opinion handed down by the supreme 
court in the Minnesota rate case. Mr. 
Bacon, in supporting the bill said: 

Mr. President, I very greatly favor this 
legislation, which will as far ag _ possible 
protect the states against the irresponsible 
granting of injunctions by federal judges re- 
Straining the operation of state siatutes. I 
desire to state that I introduced a bill on 
this subject upon which his’ substitute of 
the committee has been modeled. In fact, 
it is practically the same bill, contains the 
Same provisiions, and in a large part the 
same words. The only addition to the bill, ag 
introduced by me, its that with reference to 
the contingency of irremediable loss in case 
speedier action was not had than that under 
the five-day provision of: the bill. The un- 
necessary .change in phraseology does not 
In any degree change the identity of the 
bill. The tmgportance of securing the desired 
legislation ig too great to haggle over mat- 
ters of detail. Nevertheless, senate bill 6108, 
which was introduced by me, and upon 
which the substitute was modeled, is superior 
in form to the one that ig before the senate, 
It is a simpler bill and it avolds some of the 
things which the senator from Idaho (Mr. 
Heyburn) has been discussing. 

The ordinary course, the one usually pur- 
sued, naturally would have been for the 
committee simply to have put on the amend- 
ment with reference to the irreparable in- 
jury contingency, if such amendment was 
deemed proper, and to have passed the bill 
in its original shape. It ig not customary to 
present a substitute for a bill simply to in- 
corporate thereon one short amendment. 

The purpose of the bill is to throw ad- 
ditional safeguards around the exercise of the 
enormous powers claimed for the subordinate 
federal courts. If these courts are to exercise 
the power of stopping the operation of the 
laws of a state and of punishing the officers 
of a state, then at Jeast let it be done on 
notice and not hastily, and let there be the 
judgment of three judges to decide such 
questions, and not permit such dangerous 
power to one man. p 

The necessity for this legislation is a very 
grave one. It is a most serious trouble which 
now extists—that by the action of one judge 
the machinery of state laws can be arrested. 
My individual opinion ia that that is an up- 
lawful proceeding. I believe that a proceed- 
ing against the officers of a state to arrest 
the operation of the statute of a state is in 
violation of the eleventh article of the con- 
stitution. 

The Minnesota Case. 


I will not stop to discuss that. Mr. Pres!- 
dent, for the reason stated—time does not per- 
mit. It has reéently been before the supreme 
court of the United States in what is known 
as the ‘‘Minnesota case.’” I most deeply re- 
gret the decision of,the court in that é@ase. [ 
can do no more now than cite ‘the dissenting 
opinion of Mr. Justice Harlan in that case. 
IT would not suggest the language myself in 
this place, but I may say without impropriety 
that Mr. Justice Harian has said in that dis- 
senting opinion that the decision trampled 
upon the rights of the state of Minnesota, and 
I may add that !f it trampled upon the rights 
of the state of Minnesota, !{t necessarily 
trampled upon the rights of every other state. 

I am going to ask that there may be in- 
serted in the Record, as a part of my re- 
marks, the dissenting opinion of Mr. Justig 
Harlan in that case. I regard it as a most 
important matter, and oné that the solution 
of this particular piece of legislation only 
begins to touch. The time ts ahead of us, 
and not far ahead of us, when we have got 
to deal with the question whether or not. as 
stated by Mr. Justice Harlan, under such 
a rule as that laid down in this case, the 
subordinate federal courts are to supervise 
and conrol the official action of the states as 
if they were dependencies or provinces. If 
these subordinate courts can exercise such 
power, then, indeed, the states are but prov- 
inces and dependencies. We have got to deal 
with that question in the near future, and it 
is one of the most Important which can pos- 
siblv be submitted to us for solution. But. 
as 1 said, fime does not permft me now to 
discuss it. I want to say, however, that this 
legislation ts not without precedent. 

There was an act approved February 11, 
1908, in which, where very much lese impor- 
tant interests were involved, congress pro- 
vided that certain cases should only be heard 
when three circuit judges presided. I will give 
the title of that acf, because I do not wish 
to consume the time in reading the entire 
act, althéugh it is short. It is ‘“‘An act to 
expedite the hearing and determination of 
suits in equity pending or hereafter brought 
under the act of July 2, 1890, entitled ‘An 
act to protect trade and commerce against 
unlawful restraints and monopolies,’ ‘An act 
to regulate commerce,’ approved February 4, 
1887, or any other acts having a like purpose 
that may be hereafter enacted."" After going 
on and speaking of a certain situation. | it 
says: 

“Thereupon such case shall be given prece- 
dence over others and In every way expedited. 
and be assigned for hearing at the earliest 
practicable day, before not less than three 
of the circuit judges of sald gircuit. if there 
be three or more; and if there he hot more 4 
than two circuit judges. them |

That act was pass- 
ed while the present junior senator from 
Pennsylvania (Mr. Knox) was the attorney 
general, and I have been informed that it 
was drawn by him. Following that prece- 
dent, I framed and offered an amendment to 
the rate bill in the fifty-ninth congress re- 
quiring two judges to preside and concur 
in the judgment before any order of the in- 
terstate commerce commission in regard to 
railroad rates should be enjoined or re- 
strained. | 
Powers of Federal Courts. 


I- want to say, Mr. President, that this 
question of the powers of the ‘federal courts 
in their relation to the stafe and to control 
of legislation is one which has existed from 
the foundation of the government. I saw the 
other day in Watson's Jeffersonian Magazine, 
which is published in Georgfa, a reference to 
a debate tn the senate in 1802, which I have 
since had occasion to examine, a most ex- 
tended and elaborate debate, in which even 
in that early day the fathers were engaged 
and greatly concerned upon the question as 
to the power of the federal courts in arresting 
the proceedings under legislation, federal and 
state. If time permitted, I would like tg 
read from that historic debate. 

Mr. President, it is a great question; and 
while {ft has lasted so long, it is one which 
is now pressing for solution with very much 
more acuteness and gravity than it ever has 
done in the past. 

I hope this bill will pass. It comes with 
the unanimous report of the judiciary com- 
mittee. I will vote for the amendment offer- 
ed by the senator from Nebraska because I 
believe, as I have said, that they have no 
power to issue the f{njunctions at all re- 
straining a state officer from executing @ 
state law, that it is a violation of the 
eleventh amendment to the constitution, which 
prohibits a suit against a state. As ig most 
clearly shown by Mr. Justice Harlan in his 
dissenting opinion in the Minnesota case, {it 
is a play with words to talk about enjoining 
the officer of a state in the execution of the 
laws of a state and say that that is not a 
suit against a state. 

Can it be contended that the eleventh 
amendment simply has reference to the pro- 
tection of a state go that it n@y not be sued 
for money, but that it may be sued to arrest 
it in the exercise of the powers which were 
reserved to it when they made the general 
government? It is utterly inconceivable that it 
was contemplated in. the formation of the 
federal government that a federal judge 
coutd under the conetitution which was being 
formed, arrest the laws of a state, and put 
the officer of the state engaged in the en- 
forcement of the lawe of the atate in the 
custody of the marshal of the court and fine 
and imprison him for’ not obeying its sov- 
ereign order! How many states would have 
ratified the constitution with such a pro- 
vision plainly written in it? It ie safe to say 

one. 
mThere is an orderly way by which the con- 
stitutionality of-a state statute can be tested, 
and that f® as provided in the federal statute, 
by taking the case to the highest court of a 
state and thence, if necessary, to the su- 
preme court of the United States. That is 
the road all litigants should be required to 

e).

The tornadoes fn this section 
were about one hundred miles north of 
the Amite tognado, and struck about 
preakfast time. It was !n this section 
that a negro baby was caught in the 
wind and carried three hundred yards, 
and deposited in a swamp, unhurt. An 
aged negress was whirled into the air, 
and her héad almost severed by flying 
timbers before she fell tn a cotton field, 
a hundred yards from where her cabin 
had stood. The body of a little negro 
boy wag found in a fleld with a piece 
of timber driven through the heart. 

All day physicians from Vidalia, La., 
and Natchez spent all their time going 
from plantation to plantation, and 
sending the worst wounded of the ne- 
groes back to the cities to be treated. 
Part of the humane work of these phy- 
sicians consisted in having numbers of 
injured animals put out of their suffer- 
ing by killing them.

The 
stock of goods in their handsome brick 
store was greatly damaged from rain. 

Hundreds of people are homeless and 
Without food or clothing.

“If umpires were to take to heart,” 
says ‘‘Silk,”’ ‘‘all the sallies that play- 
ers make at them during a season they 
would surely finisy in the booby house. 

“Some ball players can no more help 
kicking at an umpire than they can 
help their hair growing. They were 
born aggressive and they have been 
pugnacious from the cradle. It would 
be unfair to treat these fellows, who 
are all right off the ‘ball field, as play~ 
ers are treated who have complete con- 
trol of themselves and throw insults 
at umpires with delfberation, witnout 
being angry at anything in particular. 

“It's all in the game. The boys'll be 
bucking the umpfres as long as the 
game endures, but the bitterness will 
slough away in time and the players 
and the public will perceive more and 
more clearly all the time the difficult 
nature of the arbitrator’s job.” 

Much has been said and written 
about this habit that ball players have, 
and apparently cannot break them- 
selves of entirely, of disputing deci- 
sions.

SHORTSTOPS LONGER LIVED 


_ THAN ANY OTHER INFIELDER 


Why do shortstops last longer than 
other infielders? The records show 
clearly that they do—that the short- 
stop, once established with a club, goes 
on year after year, sometimes till the 
very date of his coming is only a tra- 
dition, while the other fellows pass in 
and out in shoals and herds. There are 
cases where the shortstop has seen a4 
whole club come and go. There are 
cases where men have played shortstop 
on the first day of their entrance to 
the big league, and when the blue en- 
velope arrived it was almost a gen- 
eration later; every man who was with 
the club when the shortstop came has 
vanished, and five new managers have 
governed the shortstop’s career. Look 
at the length of time that Glasscock, 
Ward and Herman Long played short, 
or the number of years that Dahlen 
and Davis have gambolled round the 
same old territory. 

The records of the Chicago National 
League Club give a good example of 
the way the shortstops last. Since Ed 
Williamson played his last game for 
the National League management nine- 
teen years have passed, and in all that 
space of time the shortstops who play- 
ed the place long enough to be thor- 
oughly remembered were Cooney, Dah- 
len, Irwin and Tinker. Magoon and 
Gene Demontreville came for a little 
while. Cooney and Irwin were not in 
evidence for many seasons. Of the 
nineteen campaigns about fourteen 
must be credited to Dahlen and Tinker.

WHO STOLE CROWN JEWELS? 
. ENGLAND WANTS TO KNOW 


Special Cable. 

London, April 25.—England is trem- 
bling on the brink of a social earth- 
quake. At least, so declare the people 
who claim to know. The scandal in 
connection with the theft of the Dublin 
crown jewels is to "blame. The friend? 
of Sir Arthur Vicars, the deposed 
Ulster king-at-arms, say they are de- 
termined to vindicate his honor by 
making public the whole story. They 
declare that the publication “cannot 
be prevented by all the power of Eng- 
land, and within a short time the 
world wiii be famillar with a blot on 
English soclety that will shock the 
world.” 

Readers are, of course, familiar with 
most of the points in the crown jewel 
theft and injury. For weeks the ca- 
bles have carried the story. But it is 
strange to Americang that the British 
press has not, ere this, solved the en- 
tire mystery. For weeks the daily pa- 
pers in this country carried news para- 
graphs and articles always asking the 
question: “Whole stole the crown jew- 
els?” There was never the suspicion of 
a definite answer. In the United States 
in a very few days the press would 
have pointed its all-powerful finger 
and declared, “There is the man.” 

It.is little wonder that Marie Corelli 
emerged from her retreat in Stratford- 
on-Avon, as she did a week or two 
ago, and, through the medium of a 
weekly paper, scorched English society 
and the British government on the 
sizzling gridiron of her merciless pen. 
Miss Corelli declares that the press of 
England is censored as it is in slave- 
driven Russia. It is true the press 
has been strangely silent of late, and 
that only two or three minor weeklies 
have dared discuss the present condi- 
tion of affairs. 

The Daily Matil several weeks ago 
contained a paragraph given as offi- 
Cial. It contained this passage: “An 
intimation has been given that the 
matter should be allowed to drqp and 
no notice be taken of the demand for 
a public tinquiry from any quarter 
whatsoever.” For a few following 
weeks there was the ailence of death. 
Then Sir Arthur Vicars in an appeal- 
ing letter to the press asked the pub- 
lic to demand an tinquiry. This has 
been followed by other letters and 
articles, and by questions in the house 
of commons by Irish members, notably 
by the brother of the leader of the 
Irish party, William Redmond. But 
the government has turned a deaf ear 
to all entreaties. It is declared that by 
order of no less a personage than King 
Edward a public inquiry has been for- 
bidden. 

And so it remains for the friends of 
the discredited Sir Arthur Vicars to 
make public the scandals involved in 
their own way. They are even now 
looking out for a Herr Harden, an 
editor courageous enough to take his 
chances of imprisonment, and are en- 
gaged in raising a fund to fight the 
law cases which would ensue. 

It is strange that the libe] law of 
England, the boasted most free country 
on the face of the earth, is such that a 
paper may not publish anything derog- 
atory about any person, even if abso- 
lutely true, until a court of law has 
first found that person guilty. 

But it is going to be very hard work 
to find an English Herr Harden. The 
German may be called phlegmatic and 
slow, but the Englishman is far slow- 
er, colder and difficult to rouse. A 
German is easily excited. In fact, a 
native of any part of continental Eu- 
rope can be worked up to hysteria in 
short order. In England it is only 
the socialists and the suffragettes who 
appear to get at all exciteq over na- 
tional affairs. To rouse the English- 
men, one must tread on his personal 
and individual corn. Then only would 
be chance jail by attacking you. 

Sir Arthur Vicars, or his half-brother, 
Pierce O‘Mohany, may possibly soon 
write out a full and detailed account 
of the scandals, and, if no paper will 
publish it, will endeavor to meke it 
public in pamphlet form, as was done 
in similar cases a century ago. I have 
hem a statement by Pierce O’Mahony, 
which is about as strong as it could be 
without mentioning names. Here it 
is written and signed by the _half- 
brother of the man who claims he has 
been wronged: 

“The robbery of the crown jewels 
was discovered on July 6 last. But it 
was not until October that charges 
were brought against my brother. 
From that day to this I have never 
ceased to work for the vindication of 
my brother’s character from the stain 
sought to be cast upon it by a minister 
of the crown, Mr. Birrell, chief secre- 
tary for Ireland. 

“Tl have done everything possible to 
date. I have openly accused the chief 
secretary of conduct unworthy of a 
gentleman. I have brought this accu- 
sation before the speaker of the house 
of commons, once called the finest club 
in Europe; I have brought it under 
the notice of his majesty the king. The 
Right Honorable Augustine Birrell has 
taken it lying down, because he knows 
that if he challenges me in public 
court I will drive this accusation 
home, vindicate the honor to the full 
of my brother and expose the corrup- 
tion and rottenness of Dublin castle 
officialdom, over which he presides. 

“T have accused the police of wilfully 
withholding evidence in their posses- 
sion that ts in favor of my brother. I 
now go further and I state deliberate- 
ly that the government doés not wish 
to find the thief, because one suspected 
man and one of his associates, also 
suspected, are known to the police as 
men of unclean lives, and have 
threatened to involve society in an 
unsavory scandal. ° 

“And so, in this twentieth century, 
under the enlightened rule of the most 
constitutional monarch in the world, 
an official of hitherto unblemished 
character and name is to be dismissed 
and ruined and denied the opportunity 
of meeting his accusers in the open— 
a right accorded to the meanest crim- 
inal—because a few titled members of 
what are falsely called ‘The Upper 
Ten,’ and who circle round the throne, 
possess characters ‘so absolutely rottén 
and degraded thatthey fearto face the 
threats of two men whom Mr. Jarrell 
knows and whom he has described as 
‘abandoned _=sirrufflians.’ My brother's 
honor is of no account to them—titled 
corruption must be shfelded from the 
public gaze. Not thus, however, can 
they stem the fletid tide. We will 
leave no single stone unturned until 
we have justice.” 

The whole affair has been a sad 
blow to the Aberdeens. Both Lord ang 
Lady Aberdeeh are known all over 
the English-speaking world. They are 
interested in religion, in philanthropy 
and in numberless good works for the 
plain people which has brought them 
on occasions dangerously near the line 
of socialism. In Canada, when Lord 
Aberdeen was goOvernor-general, he 
and his wife were very popular, and 
did much good. They had many Amer- 
ican friends, entertained largely and 
frequently visited the United States. 

Lord Aberdeen’s eldest son, Lord 
Haddo, is 29 years old. It is atways 
given out that the family is disturbed

strange part of the affair is that the 
lady is old enough to be her husband's 
mother, and that, therefore, there is 
no possibility of her presenting 
with a son and heir. So the line of 
succession to the proud titles and 
estates of the head of the Gordons will 
go to Lord Aberdeen’s second son and 
his heirs. This second son, the Hon, 
Dudley Gordon, Was married more 
than a year ago to Cecile Drummond, 
daughter of the president of Drum- 
mond’s bank. Only a short time ago 
she presented her husband with a son 
and heir. This infant is. al@ady ac- 
knowledged as the future earl of 
Aberdeen. Lord and Lady Haddo go 
little into society excepting at Dublin 
castle. He is a very earnest young 
man, and has lately been elected an 
elder in the Scotch Presbyterian 
church. 

In connection with the crown jewels 
nog official mention of his name has 
been made. One or two papers have 
suggested that & “noble lord” figures 
in the case, and one illustrated weekly, 
after advertising the week ahead “The 
True Story of the Dublin Crown Jew- 
els,” printed a page of old facts with- 
out mentioning a nobleman, yet in the 
center of the page it also published 
Lord Haddo’s photograph, with the in- 
nocent line underneath it, “Lord 
Haddo, who has just been elected an 
elder of the Scotch church.” In com-< 
menting on the case, “John Bull” hag 
referred to the nobleman by saying, 
“Lord Haddo’s name hag been men- 
tioned.” Beyond this the British presa 
has not gone and dares not go. 

What will be the result can hardly 
be foretold. That the earl of Aberdeen 
will in’ the next six months resign is 
almost a certainty. Lorg Beauchamp, 
it is reported, will be his successor, 
Lord Beauchamp has been the gov- 
ernor of New South Wales, the young- 
est governor in the history of the em- 
pire. He and his wife are very wealthy 
and very well connected, she being a 
Sister of the present duke of West- 
minster. Lord Aberdeen has just start- 
ed extensive alterations to his London 
house, which seem to indicate that 
when he resigns from Ireland he will 
take some other cabinet position and 
come to live in London. His brother- 
in-law ig Lord Tweedmouth, who is the 
present secretary of the navy. The 
Aberdeens’ Grosvenon street house is 
having a new grand staircase put in, 
the drawing room doubled in size and 
two reception rooms built.

government chose to have a decision 
of a court as to the rights of American 
citizens, determine the attitude of the 
nation, while these rights were exer- 
cised in only one city in the whole 
land and the nation's attitude was 
really just the opposite. The cordiality 
and generosity of this attitude would 
/in reality only have been proven the 
more conclueively ‘by the decision. 
While the people everywhere had the 
right to deny to Japanese pupils free 
education, they exercised this right no- 
/ where and only in one city out of the 
whole land did they exercise the right 
far enough to require separate schools. 

The President realized what the 
statement of the _ § foreign minister 
meant. He had only recently directed 
the machinery of the court to be set In 
motion. He now quickly directed that 
the motion be stopped in its last 
stages. The decision was never handed 
dewn. It did not matter how tmportant 
the decision would have been, we did 
not dare to let it be handed down. 
The great judicial functton of the gov- 
ernment had to be suspended. 

The President hurriedly telegraphed 
to the governor of California not to 
allow the Japanese question to be dis- 
cussed in the Legislature of California 
and the governor prevailed upon the 
Legisiation to drop the question. We 
had come to such a pass that a Legis- 
lature of a great American common- 
wealth did not dare even to discuss a 
Vital question of pressing importance. 
They had to surrender the right of 
freedom of speech. and to stop the 
Legislative functions of government. 

The. President then telegraphed to 
the Mayor and School Board of San 
Francisco to come across the continent 
to see him They came and a re- 
markable change came over them. On 
the way across the continent when in- 
terviewed in passing through the cities 
along the route, they stated and re- 
peated again and again that their 
minds were already made up, that 
there was no use of taking the long 
trip, that they did !t out of courtesy 
to the President, but that they were 
determined, in this vital question, to 


the time. When they left the confer+ 
ence at the White House they hastened 
back to San Francisco and “put those 
pupils back in those schools.” 

This was not done because the law 
required it, for the law was on- the 
other side; it was not done because 
the principle invelved was right, for 
the principle of intimately mingling 
two different races in large numbers Is 
wrong; it was not done because the 
people of San Francisco wished it, for 
they emphatically did not wish it. 

It was done to comply with the ultt- 
matum of Japan and it had to be done 
because we were utterly unprepared. 

No free nation in the history of the 
world has ever suffered such deep, real 
humilflation as we have suffered at the 
hands of Japan. Every department of 
our government has been compelled to 
turn aside from its orderly procedure, 
Executive, Judicial, Legislative, and 
finally an American city has ‘heen 
compelled to surrender the right of 
local self government. 

It is time for Americans to pause 
and take account of where we have 
drifted. The right of local self govern- 
ment is the principle for which our 
forefathers died; it is the princtple for 
which Anglo-Saxons have died for a 
thousand years; it is the very corner- 
stone upon which the edifice of human 
liberty has been built. So absorbed 
are our people in their individual af- 
fairs. it is a question whether we are 
worthy to be entrusted with the holy 
cause of liberty. Our forefathers of 
the Revolution prized liberty above 
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life, and in its cause when less than 
8,000,000 in population they defied the 
Mistress of the Seas. Their immediate 
sons. receiving the cause as a sacred 
trust, realized that America is the ex- 

nent and champion of human liberty 
n the world. Whoen still less than 10,- 
000,000 population, they decreed that 
even the eople in distant South 
Amperica the people of the whole 
Western Tvmtaphors, shall have a 
chance for self government. Here we 
are now numbering 90,000,000 of popu- 
lation, stretching across the continent, 
with wealth unlimited, and yet not 
only are we unable to guarantee the 
chance for liberty to the people of 
Seuth America, not only are we unable 
to guarantee the chance for liberty to 
the helpless peoples of our outlying 
possessions, but we are actually unable 
to guarantee the principles of liberty 
in the mainland of America itself. We 
have negligently drifted to the point 
where we must disturb the functions 
of our government and must compel 
an Amertcan city to surrender the 
most sacred principle in all the insti- 
tutions of liberty at the dictation of a 
power across the Facifiec Ocean, a 
power of an Alien race, an Oriental 
absolutism just emerging from 
Mediaevalism. 


Furthermere we must keep on sur- 
rendering, no metter what demand is 
made upon us. It would be the part 
of folly to refuse and fall into the very 
traps laid for us and open the way for 
national disaster, and worse humilia- 
tion in the end. The whole thing {is 
palpably wrong. It is sinful and 
wicked. This nation with so much de- 
pending upon her, must not continue 
like a weakling, unable to make good. 
How different it would all be !f we had 
dane our duty and promptly’ estab- 
lished our bases and adequately ex- 
panded our Navy. Japan would not 
now be strangling our commerce in 
Corea, Manchuria, China and be plot- 
ting for the abolition of the open door 
policy there, she would not be looking 
with covetous eyes upon our outlying 
possesmons, she would not beseizing 
every little trival incident that occurs 
in America to stfr up animosity be- 
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don 
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tween the two peoples, she would not 
be seekin~ war, there would have been 
no Anglo-Japanese alliance, with its 
menace to our very life as a nation, 
and we would not be compelled to sub- 
mit in abject humiliation to surrender 
what ia more sacred than life itself, 
the trust committed to us by our fore- 
fathers. On the contrary, we would 
then be on a self-respecting solid basis 
for close friendship with Japan, and 
would be able to fulfill ovr duty to 
the cause of liberty and the cause of 
peace in the Pacific Ocean and in the 
world at large. 

Japan was loathe to drop the school 
incident even after the pupils had been 
put back in the schools. 

Some time after this action. a gen- 
eral meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
mrece of the prinicpal cities of Japan 
was called and the United Chambers 
of Commerce adopted resolutions con- 
demning treatment of Japanese chil- 
dren in America that refused them 
educational advantages, and calling 
upon the Chambers of Commerce of 
America to use their good offices in se- 
curing justice to these children and 
avert the grave consequences’ that 
might otherwise arise. 

These resolutions were simply ri- 
diculous to Americans who knew that 
at the moment they were adopted not 
only all the other schools in America 
but also the schools of San Francisco 
themselves, were open to Japanese pu- 
pils on absolutely the same basis as 
American pupils: But its designed ef- 
fect in Europe and in Japan was to 
nullify the effect produced by the 
previous announcement of the restora- 
tion of the pupils to the schools of San 
Francisco and to leave the permanent 
impression that injustice to Japanese 
children is the regular. practice in 
America. 

Similar action was taken to make 
permanent the impression in the world 
that America is unduly stringent in 
the question of Japanese immigration, 
and semi-official announcements were 
made of changes Japan would demand 
when the renewal of the existing treaty 
with America came up. 

The time for this renewal was years

off and Amertca-could not understand 
why the question was advanced by the 
Japanese government when it posed 
before the world as being so solicitous 
of “preserving the friendly relations 
that have always existed between the 
two countries.” 


This semi-officia: announcement was 
so couched as to be a defiance of the 
known determination of the people of 
the Pacific Slope to have some sub- 
stantial] restriction placed upon Jap- 
anese immigration, which was fast be- 
coming a menace to their industrial 
equilibrium and the purpose was, not 
only to produce the t{mpression in 
Japan and in Europe that we were 
mal-treating the Japanese and treating 
them with indignities incompatible 
with their self respect as a -civilized 
nation, but also to precipitate exclu- 
sion legislation in America that would 
play into Japan's hands as she sought 
her pretext of war. 

This sensitiveness on the subject of 
exclusion in America seems ridiculous 
when we remember that the “indigni- 
ties’ of restriction are drastically en- 
forced in Australla and other British 
Colontes. But the world does not 
know this. It has never been pro- 
claimed from the Japanese house top. 
So the semil-official announcements 
had this desired effect upon the world 
and upon the people of Japan. 

This fact, however, was soon sub- 
jected to the jolt that came with the 
outbreak in Vancouver. The British 
and Japanese press were quick to at- 
tribute this outbreak to the “influence 
and instigation of Americans” but it 
becomes generally known, in spite of 
the efforts at concealment, that thou- 
sands of the best citizens of the city 
and a number of British soldiers, who 
could not possibly have been “Insti- 
gated” took part in the demonstration 
and that the whole Japanese quarter 
was wrecked and a Japanese subject 
killed, compared to which all the inci- 
dents in San Francisco were as naught. 
In addition the whole. structure of 
Japanese-English plans was rudely 
shaken when the Mavor of the city 
proclaimed emphatically that the city 
would not pay a dollar for damages. 
and the members of’ the Dominion 
Pariament from Brittsh Columbia pub- 
licly announced that the people of his 
province would forcibly resist any at- 
tempt on the part of the Crown to 
_— Japanese immigration upon 
them, 


Japan today stands out ridiculous in 
the eyes of the world as straining hard 
at the gnat in San Francisco and 
swallowing whole the camel at Van- 
couver. No wonder she has abandoned 
this path. No wonder we now hear of 
measures to restrict emigration and 
then to remove the cause of friction. 
No wonder the Japanese Foreign Min- 
ister issues his studied pronounce- 
ment to try to hush the whole matter 
up. We heard no such pronouncements 
before the Vancouver incident. This 
foreign minister of the honeyed words 
today. when honeyed words are not 
needed, in the same foreign minister 
of the ultimatum and the same foreign 
minister of the declaration concerning 
the pending decision of the California 
court. No wonder this foreign minister 
expressed the hope that his pronounce- 
meant “would prevent further misrep- 
resentation and finally result in dis- 
crediting those who are constantly cir- 
culating false and harmful reports.” 
He must now seek some other source 
from which pi ocala @ pretext 
for war and in the meanwhile the vic- 
tim must be lulled back to sleep, lest 
she detect’in the Ban Francisco inci- 
dents, now abandoned, the true atti- 


tude of Japan and proceed accordingly 
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to take precautionary mecsures that 
would make Japan's task moro diffle 
cult. 

It seems now that the source for the 
next effort ig to be Chinese disturb- 
ances, which Japan is planning to pre-e 
cipitate early next year. How long it 
will take Japan to get her pretext and 
force war upon us cannot now be fore- 
told, but to offset the possible ine 
crease of our Navy by the two Jarge 
battleships authorized by the last Con- 
gress, Japan has now ordered two 
more “dreadnaughts” in addition to 
those already building, one of the new 
ones to be bullt at Fairehilds in Eng- 
land, the other to be built in Japan, 
both of which will be completed ore 
ours, and Japan's stupendous preparae- 
tions for war continue with feverish 
activity. 

It is easy for the Foreign Minieter 
to insinuate that the efforts to arouse 
the American people to a sense of our 
danger are explicable “only upon the 
ground of a financial nature,” and to 
refer to the facts presented as “false 
and harmful reperts,” but he cannot 
controvert those facts, nor truthfully 
deny therm. 

Let me warn my countrymen who 
are reading these papers, not to drink 
the soothing syrup proffered by one 
who is holding a sword in her hand. 
We are a peaceful, trusting people 
our inherent weakness and danger {s 
to assume that because we do not wish 
to attack any other nation, no other 
nation wishes to attack us, and thus 
in false security to neglect the onl 
preparations which could avert suc 
an attack. Let me add that I have 
been diligent and scrupulously careful 
in gathering the facts, a task made dif. 
ficult by Japanese secretiveness, and 
have only drawn the conclusfon war- 
ranted by the facts, stating these con- 
clusions without mincin 
duty dictates they shoul 

After the successful war'with Ruse 
sia, when every source of aggression 
has been removed, far away, with no 
possible chance of aggression on the 
sea, we behold Japan making stupend- 
ous, hurried preparations for war, 


‘naval, military and diplomatic prepara. 


tions designed to n control of the 
sea, which will be the vital question in 
case of war with America, and when 
these preparations are far advanced 
we behold the Japanese press stirring 
up the Japanese masses to animosity 
against America, we behold the allied 
press of Europe justifying Japan in 
undertaking serious measures for “re- 
dress” against America, and when the 
slightest opening occurs, however, un- 
justifiable, however trivial, compared 
with the wide openings for closing 
similar ‘‘redress” from the British, we 
behold Japan issuing an ultimatum to 
America that requires abject humilia- 
tion or a rupture. 

The avoidance of the rupture by the 
sagacity and wisdom of our President, 
and the abandonment ef this particular 
opening on account of the occurrences 
in Vancouver, cannot affect the only 
conclusions which no petriotic Amert- 
can can consider without apprehension:' 

Ist. Japan has prepared and is cone 
tinuing preparations for war. 

2nd. These preparations are for war 
with America. 

3rd. The preparations are so far 
completed that Japan has already tried 
to force war upon unprepared America. 

4th. Japan should be expected to 
seize upon the first advantageous 
opening to try again to force war upon 
America. 

5th. The only passible way to avert 
war is for America to hasten defensive 
preparations, and while these are in- 
complete be prepared to submit to hue 
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to savy a word, and some of them two 
or three. IJf£ Miss Clay has overlooked 
any telling situations, the critic has 
vet to discover their absence.
